VlltCUOW DBA©, 

One of tlie Greatest of German 'Scien- 
tists and Politicians. 

Berlin, Sept. 5.— Prof. Rudolph Vir- 
chow, the pathologist, anthropologist, 
politician and writer, died here at - 
o'clock this morning. 

Prof. Virchow was born at Schwel- 
beiu, Pomorauia, on October lis, 1821. 
tie was u pupil of J. Muller, graduated 
in medicine in 1S-13, became u professor 
and afterwards rector of Berlin univer- 
sity. In 1SS7 he was removed owing to 
his political views, but was afterwards 
restored to tho position. As a scien- 
tist ho was commissioned by the gov- 
ernment to investigate the cause and 
cure of typhus. In 1S-1S he was drawn 
into the revolutionary vortex, ho estab- 
lished a journal, the .Medical Reformer, 
and also a Democratic club. With the 
conservative reaction Ids journal was 
suppressed and he lost his post, but was 
elected to the chair of pathology in 
iWurssburg. In ISo'J he was chosen a 
deputy and in January, J.803, as leader 
of the opposition, ho succeeded in carry- 
ing an address iu which tlio ministry 
was accused of having violated the con- 
stitution. Such was the energy of his 
opposition that in June, 1805, he was 
challenged to a duel by Bismarck. In 
1S7S he retired from parliamentary life 
to apply himself to science, after having 
been for years a prominent member or 
the Reichstag. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the Royal Medical society of Lou- 
don in 185(1. 

'The Berlin evening papers here print 
glowing eulogies of Virchow, classing 
him as tho world's greatest medical and 
scientific reformer, and saying that no 
other man had so deeply influenced 
modern medicine, and that no other had 
such world-wide reputation and so many 
followers in all lands. The papers also 
praise his humanitarian activity in im- 
proving tho Berlin hospitals and other 
sanitary institutions, and the Liberal or- 
gans extol his political activity and un- 
swerving Liberalism. 



MAY FAIL.

London. 

London, Sept. 0. — The opinion is ex- 
pressed here that the attempt to estab- 
lish a Fronco j Oanadian line of steam- 
ships will fail owing to the hesitancy of 
iFreneh capitalists to respond to the in- 
vitation to invest in the- venture. Sir 
-Wilfrid '.Laurier, despite his appearance, 
is not. well, and intends to seek an intfir- 
vai of rest in Switzerland for a week or 
two, before going to Rome. [I,. mnT 
prolong his stay jn Europe some weeks.

Castries, Island of St. Lucia, Sept. 5.— 
Ihe eruption of 'Mont Pelee on Septem- 
ber was not remarkable, but there was 
a terrific explosion from the Soufrlere 
on the Island of St. Vincent, Septem- 
ber 3. Tho captain of the steamer Sa- 
van, now here, confirming the report 
cabled to the Associated Press last night 
that she ran into dense clouds of dust 
20 miles southwest of St. VincenT at 
two in the morning of Wednesday, adds 
that absolute darkness prevailed soon 
afterwards, and that he changed his 
course to due west in order to avoid! the 
ashes which were falling thick. The 
lirst officer could uot see the captain two 
feet away, and only knew him by his 
voice. The steamer Yure further re- 
ports that several more valuable planta- 
tions were destroyed at the time of the 
recent outbreak in addition to the town- 
ship referred to in previous despatches, 
and adds that the anxiety and dejection 
of surviving populations is 'general. 

Castries, Island of St. Lucia, Sept. 
5. — The .report brought by the Royal 
mail steamer Itare, which arrived here 
yesterday evening from Martinique, of 
the loss of 2,000 lives through the re- 
cent outbreak of Mont Pelee, referred 
to the deaths since August 'M, and not 
to the loss of life resulting from the 
reported outbreak of Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 3. 

Washington, D. C, Sept. 5.— The State 
department has received the following 
cablegram from United States Consul 
Jewell, at Fort do France, dated yes- 
terday, relative to the latest .eruptions 
Of Mont Pelee: "Two violent eruptions 
of 'Mont Pelee, August 30, destroyed the 
village of Morne Kongo Ajupa Baillon, 
the devastated area includes Pornosse, 
Morne Carbet,' Morne Balaik, iiourdeon 
Heights. It is estimated that 1,500 are 
killed and many injured."

'MILL INSURANCE. 

Xew Schedule in Vancouver With 'High 
Bates in Some Instances. 

Vancouver, Sept. 5.— The lumber nnd 
shingle men have been presented with 
new schedules of insurance rates by four 
underwriters. The insurance companies 
have contended for some time that the 
rates prevailing hero were too low in 
comparison to the risk. Several prominent 
companies unable to secure unanimity 
in raising the rates have retired from 
the field, The companies have now 
joined in charging extra high premiums 
for faulty construction, and for im- 
proper methods for avoiding accumula- 
tion of refuse and dirt, etc. In sou.o 
cases this will increase the rates 50 [it- 
cent. But the rates will not he raised iu 
well constructed, well-appointed, careful- 
ly tended mills where lire risks are re- 
duced to minimum.

'Manila. Sept. .">.— Rios, a fantical lead- 
er of the irreconcilable natives in the 
province of Tayabas, Luzon, attacked 
the town of Laguimanoo/., September :>, 
at the head of ;i(J ritlemen and 150 men 
armed with bolos. The band only killed 
two women and one girl, and wounded 
several other persons. 

A detachment of the native consta- 
bulary arrived unexpectedly at Lugguim- 
uuooz while Rios men were there. They 
attacked and routed the bandits and 
killed several of Rics followers and have 
rounded up TOO men many of whom are 
suspected of complicity in the attack in 
Laiguimanooz. The guilty ones among 
the 700 men will he picked out aud the 
remainder set at liberty. One of Rios 
lieutenants who was captured said Rios 
was a direct descendant of God, and 
that it was beyond the power of man to 
injure him. The constabulary have also 
captured one of Rios' mountain strong- 
holds. Detachments of constabulary are 
now following the main band of t>ut- 
laws.

Toronto, Sept. 5.— Business nt Montreal 
has displayed a little more activity In some 
departments this week, owing to the gener- 
al prosperity In retail districts as a re- 
sult of the bountiful crops.

At Toronto this week the large In'llux of

buying was of a very good class, and or- 
ders were not only liberal In proportions, 
but called for a better class of goods than 
'bought in previous seasons. The condi- 
tions of trade tire healthy and promise n 
large expansion in the demand the next 
Jour months. Country payments have been 
■fair for this season of the year. 

At Quebec business during 'the past week 
■is reported satisfactory. Several ship- 
ments for fall delivery have been made, 
and collections are satisfactory for the 
season. Outside laibor is well ' employed, 
and In some quarters there Is reported a 
scarcity ot help. Good crops have general- 
ly stimulated business and the outlook Is 
'bright. 

At Hamilton wholesale trade has been 
fairly active this week, there being a bet- 
ter inquiry for fail staples. Travelers are 
sending in some good orders, and they 
promises to come forward in larger volume 
when the sorting trade goes into full swing 
this month, one of the results of the better 
demand for goods. 

At Winnipeg this week there has been a 
good inquiry for fall staple goods. The 
excellent reports of threshing operations 
have further enhanced the advantages de- 
rived for the trade situation from the 1111- 
precedcntly large crops. The effect on 
mercantile business has been very marked. 
Retail merchants are still having llberallv 
'for the fall and winter trade. Payments 
are fair. They will be better soon.

STEEL SHIPBUILDING. 

The Maritime, Hoard of Trade, which 
held its eighth annual meeting at Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, recently, nTlopted n strong; 
resolution on steel shipbuilding which 
was Important from the fact that it was 
not brought forward as a .sectional mat- 
ter, but "for the whole of Canada." Iu 
its resolution the Maritime Board went 
on record to the effect that the Domin- 
ion government be asked to grant a 
tonnage bounty large enough to enable 
Canadian builders to compete in this 
industry, and have it extended over n 
term of years sufficiently long to en- 
able the industry to become permanently 
established. It was felt that next to the 
si eel industry itself, steel shipbuilding 
is the most important industry Canada 
could hare, 

The idea, if not the earnest words of 
the late J. M. Canuichael, of New 
Glasgow, on this subject must have been 
in the iniutls of many as the gathering 
discussed the resuscitation of shipbuild- 
ing on our Atlantic Coast, says the 
Monetary' Times in commenting on the 
resolution. "A score of shipyards might 
exist, fully equipped)" declared that gen- 
tleman, "along our shores from Capo 
North to the Bay of Fundy. But not a 
ship can be built, so long as our people 
are content to allow even their own 
timber to be carried by English and Nor- 
wegian vessels We are a 

maritime people, nnd have not been 
afraid in the past to send ships all over 
l he wm-ld. Why do we not take up a 
trade that is near at hand and which 
our experience as ship-owners enables 
us to handle to the best advantage." 
But Mr. CarniieUael bad more courage 
than the Maritime Board of Trade. He 
did nut preface hi.s recommendations 
with a prayer to the government to 
please do something for us. "What he 
was: "The best way to Insure 
that they (steel ships), will be made here 
is to begin to build ships." Would 
that he had lived!

[BRITISH COLUMBIA FRUIT. 

A very valuable object lesson of Brit- 
ish 'Columbia's capabilities as a fruit 
producer has been given at the Winnipeg 
horticultural exhibition, which closed a 
few days ago. Mr. It. -M. Palmer and 
Mr. ,7. C. Metcalfe, who had charge 
of the exhibit, are both practical men. 
who seem to have taken full advantage of 
the splendid opportunity to set out Brit- 
ish Columbia's claims as a fruit pro- 
ducer in the best possible manner. As 
Mr. Metcalfe said at Winnipeg, speak- 
ing for the 'British Columbia Fruit 
Growers' Association: "We feel that 
the Northwest Territories and Manitoba 
are our natural markets, and we shall 
do all in our power to cultivate them." 
That statement contains the best pos- 
sible advice to the fruit growers of this 
province. 

The market for fruit in the Territories 
and Manitoba is a great and a grow- 
ing one, and there is no doubt that 
British Columbia with her glorious 
climate and fertile soil, has a magnifi- 
cent future as a fruit producer. 



The dispute between Manitoba and 
tho Dominion with regard to a settle- 
ment of the fiscal relations between the 
governments, has resulted in the prov- 
ince entering an action against tbe Fed- 
oral government for !?U0,S25 on capital 
account, and $133,40G for arrears of in- 
terest. This is the first instance of 
such an action in the history of the 
country. 

Tho pit-head vote of the Nanaimo 
miners on the question of whether their 
union should affiliate with the Canadian 
Trades and Labor Congress, resulted in 
a majority of four against affiliation. 
It is. more than probable that the real 
issue upon which the vote was cast was 
the attendance of Ralph Smith, M. P., 
at the Congress as delegate from the 
Nanaimo union, and the result shows 
that Mr. Smith has lost the confidence 
of the miners, for a year or so ago he 
would have secured an almost unanimous 
vote.

The decision of the German govern- 
ment to discriminate against Canadian 
wheat, elicits the following comment on 
Liberal trade policies in the Winnipeg 
Tribune: 

Against this new regulation Canada, 
of course, has no ground for fresh coiii- 
plaint.

PRESS COMMENTS. 

It is natural that Canada, which has 
derived about two-lifths of her popula- 
tion from France, should seek to estab- 
lish better commercial relations with 
that country. It is also a graceful cir- 
cumstance that negotiations to that end 
should be conducted on behalf or me 
Dominion by her French-Canadian Pre- 
mier. We on our side need not be jeal- 
ous if a mutually beneficial compact can 
be made between Canada ami France. 
The latter country does not compete 
with us in our own leading lines as 
Germany does, and it should be a bet- 
ter market than it is for Canada's pro- 
ducts. A scheme which involves a new 
steamship lino indicates that Canada is 
becoming great and ambitious. — Finan- 
cier and Bullionist. 
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T.UM ATLANTIC FAST LINE. 

While the Atlantic fast line proposal 
is only as yet in its iuitintive stage, the 
newspapers of the Atlantic seaboard and 
those of Quebec and Montreal are en- 
gaged in a fierce controversy as to the 
merits of their respective ports as the 
Canadian terminus. These appeals to 
local interests, while they exhibit the 
commendable loyalty of the newspapers 
to their spheres of influence, show what 
an easy thing it is, by raising a side 
issue, to obscure the central idea of a 
great national undertaking. AYlien the 
tenders for the fast service come to be 
considered it will be time enough to fix 
the terminals, and nil that may be writ- 
ten in tho meantime in advocacy of this 
or that port? can have no possible effect 
upon the final decision. That will rest 
with the contracting parties, the Imper- 
ial and (Dominion governments nnd the 
contractor whose tender is accepted. 
The first and most important point to 
ilio settled in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the fast service is tho most 
expeditious transportation 1 of the mails, 
to which the passenger and fast freight 
arrangements, though essential to tho 
success of the line, must, in a "way, be 
subordinated. No doubt the Imperial 
postal authorities -will have tho say in 
fixing a time limit between, say, London 
and Montreal, and it will be for the 
contractors to arrange the detail of a

This country is without a policy that 
can make it respected and we are at the 
mercy of any unfair regulations imposed 
by other nations. What Sir Wilfrid will 
ilo in France we must wait to see. Some- 
thing certainly needs to be done. Last 

year we imported from France g Is 

valued at $15,915,383, while we exported 
to 'Franco goods valued ut only .£1,300,- 
VUS. This condition of trade is not quite 
so bad as in the case of Germany, but 
it is in sad need of some remedy. On 
what principle is Sir Wilfrid going to 
remedy it'.' Whatever be does he will 
display inconsistency with some former- 
ly announced principle. What this conn- 
try needs now is a government that lias 
a policy and can carry it out with firm- 
ness and consistency. As it is every- 
thing is in confusion and we are suf- 
fering from unfair trade conditions.

Possible Candidate. — Mr. Barney Su- 
grue, who is mentioned in a despatch as 
U probable opposition candidate to Gov- 
ernor Ross in the Yukon, is well known 
in Victoria, having resided here before 
he went up to the Klondike. Mr. Su- 
grue took an active part in the tight 
against the Treadgold concession and is 
well known throughout the district. 

Now Men.— Boatswain Barry, who ar- 
rived from England with 2'i men of dif- 
ferent ratings to join the navy here, is 
accompanied by his -wife and four chil- 
dren.

Chilcotin Bridge.— Information has 
been received at the Lauds and Works 
Department that the construction of the 
Chilcotin bridge across the Eraser river 
is proceeding satisfactorily.

Captain Irving, of Victoria, is pilot for 
the party." 



Police Court.— The versatile Kid from 
Kansas, who was supposed to be about 
to spread his pinions for a Bight through 
the treasuries of the city, but who had 
his career abruptly terminated by the 
city detectives, was before Magistrate 
Hall yesterday morning, and was given 
his liberty on his own recognizance for 
one day, in order that he of the Whirl- 
wind State might take himself off per 
steamer Majestic. Lawrence Moouey, 
an old standby, pleaded guilty of sup- 
plying whiskey to an Iudinn woman, 
and was given three months, while the 
gentle maiden of the forest, for having 
the aforesaid stimulant in her posses- 
sion, was given one month.

WILL BUILD CAltS. 

Electric Railway Company to Increase 
Their Equipment. 

In an interview at Vancouver, Mr. J. 
Buntzen, manager of the It. 0. Electric 
Railway Co.. says they intended to build 
ears in their shops at New Westmin- 
ster for their lines in Victoria, Vancou- 
ver ivi.l New Westminster. The ma- 
chinery for the equipment of these shops 
has been ordered aud is now on its way 
out from the East. It is expected to 
■arrive in a few days, and will be imme- 
diately installed and operations com- 
menced. 

It is intended by next spring to in- 
crease the equipment of the present 
rolling stock by the addition of 12 new 
cars. Six of 'these will be open cars, 
and the balance closed cars for the win- 
ter traffic. The construction of the 
closed cars will be commenced first, 
and it is expected that four of them at 
least will be completed by November 
next and placed in commission for the 
winter months. 

The new cars will contain all the lat- 
est improvements iu regard to mn.chinery 
and equipment. They will be 22 feet iu 
length, of the standard width and will 
have seats facing forward instead of 
lengthwise, which will allow the pas- 
sengers to look out of the windows in- 
stead of at each other. All the new- 
cars will contain an arrangement of 
lighting that will be a considerable im- 
provement on the illumination of tho 
present ears. The balance of the open 
cars will be finished by next spring nnd 
placed iii commission in time for the 
summer traihc. 



The game between the Amity and Vic- 
toria baseball nines this afternoon will 
be hotly contested, us both teams are 
keen on scoring a win.

'Stockings. In those days, when Wil- 
son and Chase, the battery from across 
the Sound, were the terror of all base- 
ball clubs, Napier Gowen was the 
■bright particular star in the local base- 
ball firmament, and his graceful, swift 
throwing a model for all young ball 
players. 

lHaynes will occupy the box for the 
Victorias. He has a difficult ball to 
negotiate, pitching n very fast and de- 
ceptive shoot. In the last game that he 
played in, he was accorded miserable 
support, else he would have made a far 
better showing. Tho pitching for the 
Amities is in the hands of Lenfesty, 
Schultz and Geo. Smith, and there 
should be sufficient variety to keep the 
.sluggers of the Victorias guessing. The 
Amity in-field, composed of Scott, Wid- 
dowson, Wriglosworth and Gowen, -is a 
very respectable defence line, and they 
should be capable of handling anything 
coining their way.

CANADIAN TROOPER. 

Ovingtou Watt of Victoria Writes of 
Experiences in South Africa. 

Trooper Ovingtou Watt, late of No. 

I company, 5th Regiment (who along 
with Trooper Mackenzie of the same 
regiment has joined the South African 
Mounted Constabulary, tho force raised 
by Colonel Baden Powell for policing 
tho Transvaal, and which consists al- 
most entirely of Canadians, and niuongst 
whom are several Yictoriu boys) writes 
home as follows: 

Daspoort, near Pretoria, Transvaal, 
July 30, l'JOH.— Mackenzie aud myself 
are the only two belonging to the Fifth 
Regiment of tho last contingent who 
have joined the S. A. O, and as we lire 
both in tho same troop we will most 
likely be together all along. Mulcnhy 
will be homo by this time having de- 
cided to return with the regiment. The 
regiment received orders on Monday 
night, June 30, while wo were in camp 
at Durban, Natal, to parade at 7 a. n'i. 
next morning to go ou board. You can 
imagine tho hustle to get a "move on" 
to get ready in time. There were about 
a hundred of us left behind after saying 
"good-bye" to tho boys returning to tho 
land of tho -Maple, aud we got orders 
to In.' ready to entrain for Newcastle 
the same day, and left Durban about 
p. in. We were all bundled into coal 
trucks, with our blankets and baggage. 

II took us three days to roach our des- 
tination, and I need not say we were 
heartily sick of the journey. 

tin our way we passed all the scenes 
of General ltuller's engagements. Wo 
came to a small station a few miles out 
of Colenso, called Cheivley, where Lord 
Roberts' son lies buried. We saw his 
grave quite plainly only a few yards 
distant, as we passed along. Next sta- 
tion was Colenso, nnd all through you 
can see the signs of the terrible conflicts 
that took place around here, but the 
most pathetic sight of all nro the little 
graveyards all along tho railway track 
suggestive of mingled feelings when 
rushing through this war-stricken coun- 
try. Every now and again you come 
across blockhouses with barb wire en- 
tanglements all around them, all along 
the country is very interesting. 

Tho next place of any importance we 
reached was Ladysmith, a name ever 
to be remembered. We stayed hero over 
an hour, so I got out and went all over 
the town. It is not much of a place 
to look at, about tho size of Vernon. 
There aro block houses at the end of 
every street. As it was getting dark 
when we left there wo did not see much 
moro of that part of the country. At 
Newcastle wo passed the medical exami- 
nation for the S. A. C, and were imme- 
diately sent up to Pretoria and from 
there inarched to a small place called 
Daspoort, where we are to be camped 
about a month. Each troop is sent out 
to different parts of tho country to pa- 
trol and keep law and order. It is a 
mounted corps of course, otherwise I 
would not have joined, but 1 have done 
so for three years with tho option of 
buying myself out ou payment of £20 
at tho end of twelve mouths. There are 
three clusses of troopers, 1st class 7s. 
per day, 2nd class lis., 3rd, 5s. Of course 
all have to join 3rd class to begin, but 
there are lots of chances for promotion 
and 1 find that I like it so far. Tho 
country is certainly not picturesque or 
beautiful in any way; everything seems 
to be dried up at this timeof the year, 
although they say it is green enough 
in tho summer. I hope so, anyway. 
There are absolutely no trees of any 
kind except artificial plantations. Of 
course I am just judging by what I 
have seen of the country. It may be 
much better in other parts. The Orango 
River Colony they say is much nicer. 

I may say our regimental pay con 
tinued right along until we joined tho 
S. A. C, so that I have now a nice* 
littlo sum iu tho bank. I am glad I 
stayed in the country, and hope to meet 
our friends at Buluwayo and Capetown 
iu the not, distant future.

Annual Report of Director of 
Mines Furnishes Inter- 
esting Particulars. 



Increase In Value of Production 
Exceeded $2,000,000 In 
1901. 



The Ontario Department t>£ Crojvn 
lands lias issued the annual report of 
Air. Thomas W. Gibson, director of 
mines, fox 1001. It is a comprehensive 
document, including, in addition to ela- 
borate statistics dealing with every 
■branch of the subject, valuable informa- 
tion concerning the explorations and in- 
vestigations made by the officials of the 
bureau and others to ascertain the extent 
uud value of Ontario's mineral re- 
sources. The production of minerals 
during the year reached a total value 
of $11,831,086, as compared with ;>'.),- 
289,204 in 1U00, and $7,235,877 in 1898. 
The most noteworthy feature is the in- 
crease in the metallic output, which was 
$5,010,734 last year, as against $2,505,- 
280 in 1000, and $1,089,002 in 1S!)8. The 
metallic products formed 42 per cent, of 
the total last year, as compared with 
28 per cent, iu 1000. The great in- 
creases were in copper-nickel and pig- 
iron; gold and silver, which are mow 
relatively small factors, showed a fall- 
ing off. 

First and foremost iu importance is the 
nickel-copper industry, which is advanc- 
ing by leaps and bounds. The output of 
nickel ore for the year was S,SS2,000 
pounds, or 4,441 tons, worth in the 
matte, Sl,So9,970. The output has in- 
creased 25 per cent, in quantity and 145 
per cent, in value over that of 1900. The 
valuo of the copper contents of the 
matte, amounting to 4,197 tons, was 
$589,080, as compared with 3,30-1 tons, 
worth S319.GS1 in 1900. In ISO" the 
yield of nickel was valued at $359,651, 
and that of copper to $200,007. In that 
year the number of tons raised was 93,- 
155, and the number smelted 90,093, 
while last year the number of tons rais- 
ed was 320,945, and 270.3S0 smelted. 
'Later returns covering the lirst three 
months of tho present year, show- that 
the industry continues to advance. 
There was a gain of $354,489 in nickel 
and 9121,545 in copper over the corres- 
ponding period of 1901, due largely to 
the marked improvement effected in tho 
process of smelting. 

The quantity* of iron ore produced in 
1901 was over three times the output of 
1900, largely owing to the extensive de- 
velopments of the Helen mines, which 
forms the principal source of supply. 
The yield was 273,538 tons, worth 
$174,428, as compared with the previous 
year's output of 90,302, of the value of 
$111,805. Pig-iron also showed an ex- 
tensive increase, duo mainly to the op- 
eration of an additional furnace. The 
yield was 116,370 tons, of the value of 
$1,701,703, an increase over 1900 of 53,- 
984 tons and $705,037 in value over the 
product of 1900. While in that year 
only 23 per cent, of the ore made into 
pig-iron was the product of On- 
tario mines, tho percentage of nativeTlro 
had risen in 1901 to 57 per cent. The 
growth of tho steel industry is one of 
the most noteworthy features of the 
year. Its output was 14,471 tons, valued 
at $347,2S0, while the year previous it 
was only 2.S19 tons, worth $40,380. 
Iron and steel making employed 5S0 
hands, the wages paid amounting in the 
aggregate to $274,55-1. Bounties amount- 
ing to §25,000 were paid out by the pro- 
vincial government for the encourage- 
ment of the industry. 

Zinc production has not yet attained 
any considerable proportions. There is 
only one mine in operation, the output 
of ore from which was 1,500 tons, of 
the value of $15,000. 

There were only nine gold mines con- 
tributing to the output of 1901. which 
amounted to 14.293 ounces, valued at 
$244,443. In 1900. 18,707 ounces were 
produced, worth $297,801. Tho later 
returns for the first three months of 
1002 are of a more encouraging nature, 
as tho gold output showed an increase in 
valuo amounting to ?22,54S, ns com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
1901. 

The silver product was 151,400 ounces, 
valued at $84,830, as compared with 
100,102 ounces, valued at $90,370 in 
100O. There was a gain amounting to 
$4,954 in the yield of the first threo 
months of tho present year. 

The returns of non-metnllic products 
show fewer noteworthy changes than 
the record of metallic production. IPe- 
troleum products have fallen off from 
$1,869,045, to $1,407,940, but this de- 
cline is compensated by increases in most 
of the other items, bringing the total 
slightly in advance of the production for 
1900. Iron pyrites has been added to 
the schedule, with an output amounting 
to $17,500, and the value of corundum 
produced has risen from $0,000 to $53,- 
115. 



CAMPCBETJL CHEEK PLACERS.

It is expected the old 
shaft will be pumped out by Tuesday.

VALUE OF LE HOI ORES. 

Statement Made by Mr. Szontagh As to 
Their Low Grade Denied. 

Tlie ltossland Miner denies the state- 
ment made by Oscar Szontagh. in the 
Spokesman-Review, regarding the low 
grade character of Le Hoi mine ore, and 
which was reproduced in the mining 
columns of the Colonist recently the 
Miner says: 

The Miner reproduces herewith n 
statement of the ore shipped and tho 
average assay values contained therein 
irom tho Le Koi mine in the past eight 
months. The figures are of (special in- 
terest, particularly as the returns for 
tho past month or so have not as yet 
made their appearance even in tho Lon- 
don papers. The table is as follows:

These figures are reproduced in refu- 
tation of the statement alleged to em- 
anate from Oscar 8zoutagh, late metal- 
lurgist at the Le Koi smelter at North- 
port, to the effect that the profits the 
'Lo Koi company has made during re- 
cent mouths were not produced as a re- 
sult of the shipment of a 'bettter grade 
of ore from the mine but from econo- 
mics which he had succeeded in effecting 
at tho plant. As a contrary conditio - !] 
of affairs had been shown to exist when 
the company approached the Great Nor- 
thern .railroad with its application for 
more favorable freight aud coke rates 
and the Stevens' county officials in 
negotiations for reductions in taxation 
in the tax rate on the smelting plant, Mr. 
Szontag's rather startling pronounce- 
ment placed the Le Itoi management in 
the position of having deceived the in- 
terests mentioned. That such was not 
the case is well known in Bossland, and 
is demonstrated beyond the shadow of 
a doubt by a glance at the foregoing 
figures. It has been established by the 
reports which have been published by 
the Loudon financial papers that the 
higher values were ouly secured after 
production had been curtailed and 'the 
mining and sorting of ore conducted 
along lines calculated to produce only 
ores carrying comparatively high values. 
It is important to the city of ltossland 
that the freight and coke reductions 
should be secured by the ILe Koi com- 
pany, inasmuch as these concessions by 
the railroad people carry with them aii 
assurance of largely increased output 
from the mine and consequent increases 
in the payroll, with the stimulus on busi- 
ness locally always attendant upon largo 
wage foils. 

The figures adduced will bo received 
as ample refutation of the statement 
credited to the ex-metallurgist at the 
Xorthport smelter as toatbe ytflue of Le 
Koi ore not having increased in recent 
months.

Tho Princess Royal mine, Princess 
i Royal Island, will make regular ship- 
ments of ore to Crofton instead of Ta- 
coma. The lirst of theso shipments, 
588 sacks, was brought down by the 
steamer Tees. 

Tho Copper Mountain Mining & De- 
velopment company, a Tacoma notation 
with a capital of S2,000,(K)0 in shares of 
81.00 each, has been formed to take 
over the June group of four claims situ- 
ated just across the southeast arm of 
the Sound immediately opposite Corn- 
stock mountain, on which arc situated 
the shipping properties of the Yreka 
Copper company. 

A still further improvement in tho 
average value of tho big shoot of ore 
now being opened up on the 300 foot 
level of the Stemwinder mine by the 
'New Fairview corporation, is reported. 
It is stated that the ore now runs $11 
per ton in gold, and that this higher 
value appears to give promise of con- 
tinuing as depth is made. 



IKON BOUNTIES. 

'Discussing the effect of bounties on the 
development of the iron industry in On- 
tario, the Ottawa Citizen says: 

The effect of bounties in developing 
the iron trade of Ontario is clearly in- 
dicated in tlie report of the Bureau of 
Mines. In 1890 the Ontario output of 
pig iron under bounty conditions was 
4,000 tons on which a dollar a ton 
bounty was paid. In 1S97 the output de- 
creased, but in 1808 it advanced to 
8,0-17 tons, in 1399 it was 12,752 tons, 
and last year it reached 55,214 tons 
though the bonus was reduced to .f0,472 
per ton. Tho iron mining fund, if not 
sooner exhausted, will expire on January 
1, 1000, the amount appropriated hav- 
ing been 8125,000. Of this 850,741 has 
been paid out. 

Tho production of iron oro in 1901 was 
more than three times that for the pre- 
vious year, 273, 53S tons being raised 
and shipped as again 90,302 tons in 
1900. Tlie value of the ore was return- 
ed as 8174,428, as compared with $111,- 
805 for the preceding 12 months. Eight 
mines in Eastern Ontario produced about 
one-twentieth of tlft> whole, but} by far 
the larger proportion of the ore was 
the product of tho Helen mine in the 
Michipicoten mining division, which was 
worked steadily during the year. Tho 
shipments from the Helen were to the 
following points: Midland, Ont., 11,574 
tons: Hamilton, Ont., 00,330 tons: Ash- 
tabula, Ohio, 0S,213 tons; Buffalo, N. 
Y., 05,012 tons; Cleveland, Ohio, 17,020 
tons; total, 258,755 tons. 

The working force of miners was 3TJ0. 
Wages p.1id rose from 8107,583 in 1900 
to 8231,039. It will thus be seen that 
while the expenditure in bounties was 
825,000 last year, the value of the oro 
product had reached $174,428 nnd the 
wages paid out amounted to $231,039. 
The disparity between the value of the 
ore mined and the wages paid is explain- 
ed by the fact that a great deal of work 
was put in last year in opening up new 
deposits which will now be available 
and increase tho product proportionately 
this year.

FIRST PARLIAMENT OF Til 10 
EMPIRE. 

Sir, — The first formally itnnuioued, ami 
In a qualified sense, representative Imperial 
Assembly, lias, under the title of the Col- 
onial Conference, lust concluded Its brief 
session, and It Is well within the limits of 
anticipatory developments to describe It 
as the Initial parliament of the Empire, 
and Its President. Mr. Chamberlain, the 
lirst Imperial Prime Minister. 

The deliberations of thf Congress were 
mainly directed to the great Questions, Im- 
perial defence and trade, and In connec- 
tion with which it transpired that colonial 
views were sounder tlnin those of the 
Mother Country. It was contended that 
the permanent defence of! the Empire rest- 
ed fundamentally on Industrial commerce, 
and that naval and mlllta;y power was for 
the protection of privilege nnd trade, for 
without the latter, the ststennnce and the 
need of defensive forces would cense. Two 
atrongly pronounced views on the Empire 
nnd Its development wire evolved from 
the congressional dlscusllons. First, thnt 
preferential trade between the Mother 
Country and all parts of Greater Britain. 



as a preparation for an Imperial ZollvoreJn 
was a vital and Immediate necessity. 

Secondly, that the Empire la all Its rami- 
fied and extended parts, mast bo regarded 
as a political and Industrial organic whole, 
and tlm titles of colonies, dominions and 
possessions abolished, and, as the writer 
suggests, the terms Federation. State and 
Territory substituted, as for instance the 
Dominion of Canada could he named the 
Imperial United Provinces of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, the Imperial Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, and South Africa, when milted, the 
Imperial Federation of South Africa, thus 
conferring! In name, equality In unity. 

The electors of Great Itiitaln must recog- 
nize tills Industrial and political whole- 
ness of the Empire with greater Insight 
concerning Its grand utility, aud demon- 
strate with more concentration and polit- 
ical power their determination to uphold 
the minister nnd government in all neces- 
sary legislative acts that will bring gen- 
eral prosperity, and Insure Imperial per- 
manence. 

To give an example: Iu the vital matter 
of preferential trading the colonies are 
ready to yield favors to British goods, 
(Canada has done so for live years), but 
the Mother Country otTers nothing In re- 
turn, because she is tied to the economic 
corpse of free trade, aud the English elec- 



tors have lacked the collective manliness 
to sever the bonds. If the English people 
wish to preserve the Empire, they must 
speedily consent to the changes In our free 
trade policy, which are absolutely called 
for by the overwhelming needs of the case. 
Food and other products from tlie Empire 
should be admitted free, and all foreign 
competing goods, Including every article 
of diet, reasonably taxedd: a fiscal system 
that would soon provide the British work- 
ers with food aud wages from the Empire 
atone. 

The very existence of England as an in- 
dependent power Is bound up with the Em- 
pire. We nro surrounded by vast Empires, 
the American, the Russian and German, 
and Little Britain can remain free on the 
sole condition that she shares her' wealth 
her prestige aud power with tho Larger 
Britain. 

The electors of the latter call upon the 
■Little Britishers to .loin then in a political 
and Industrial union for collective safety 
and general prosperity. The only alterna- 
tive to preferential trade Is In falling back 
into tho arms of the Little Englanders and 
retiring from the councils of the leading 
nations. We have won nn Empire. Can 
wo keep It? What will the foreigner give 
In exchange for our Empire? Will he pro- 
vide adequate markets for British goods, 



ithe Increasing sale of which Is absolutely 
essential for the existence of our teeming 
hive of workers? 

The question requires prompt settlement. 
It will not wait for years. Fortunately the 
country' possesses In Mr. Chamberlain a 
statesman sufficiently strong and clear- 
seeing to nttempt the Imperial task which 
cannot be set aside without toss of Empire 
and national ruin. 

Lot the British electorate petition him 
and the government to resummon the par- 
liament of the Empire at an early date, 
and lay before it a well digested scheme 
of Imperial glve-nnd-take commercial fed- 
eration, a plan that would not alone se- 
cure the development and success of the 
(Empire's trade, but work mightier for de- 
fence than the largest and most powerfu' 
lleet that could be placed upon tho seas.
